The German submarines, 
for many weeks subsequent to Feb- 
Tuary 15th, when the German — sub- 
marine offentive began, cavs:d much 
misgiving in the minds of the civil- 
fans, But slowly aad surely the Bri- 
tish gunboats and British mechanic- 
al appliances wore down the mobil- 
ity and offensive power of that sub- 
marine fleet, until by October 1, 1 
practically ceased to exist ‘Today, 
the North Sea and ‘the North Atlan- 
tic are almost as safe to navigators 
as in the days before August 3, 1914 


Yet the Fleet’s work did not end

There was still the Baltic; and in 
recent weeks the work of c‘earing 
those waters of enemy shipping has 
been seriously prosecuted and suc- 
cessfully advanced. We get anly oc- 
casional glimpses of what is golng 
on there, but it is evident that the 
northern terminus of the Keil Canal 
will soon be as securely sealed as 
the southern end. The traffic in cot- 
ton, iron ore and other contraband 
between the Scandinavian countries 
and Germany is being slowly reduc- 
ed to a minimum, By. the spring of 
1916, the British. ficet should be op- 
erating freely through the dangerous 
straits which connect the Baltic with 
the Atlantic. 

As in the days of Napoleon, 
command of the sea is essential to 
the success of a campaign on land. 
Germany and Austria have given up 
all hope of regaining command o f 
the sea in any direction. The boats 
are resting in the harbors, awaiting 
the day when the Allies shall have 
advanced sufficiently to proceed with 
their destruction. 

Further, the British have manufac- 
tured a new fleet of thirty monitors 
and three hundred submarines, with 
which to penetrate every harbour 
and river in the enemy’s coast-line. 
From conquest of the open sea they 
will proceed to the conquest of  in- 
{and waters. ‘These monitors are 
Single-turret ships containing one or 
more large guns. They are vastly 
super or to the two or three vessels 
used in the defence of the Belgian 
coast in October, 1914. They are 
more powerful aad have guns of a 
much larger calibre, They are shal- 
low draft, with a double hull, which 
makes them almost mine proof and 
torpedo proof. 

The submarines arc, in pect, of the 
“‘chaser’’ type. They have aq consid- 
erable speed and are intended to 
“chase’’ other submarines. ‘“o one 
knows the full secrete of these or of 
the monitors. All we know is that 
with this fleet, it will be possible for 
the British to land forces in Bel- 
gium or on the German North Sea 
oast between Denmark and Holland. 
This may be advisable when the 
Great Drive gets under way. 

No one now considers that  Gor- 
many will succeed in her dastardly 
attempt to put all nations under hur 
feet for any one reason. The stop- 
ping of the supply of raw cottcn wilt 
not alone turn the tide ageinst h-r.

age, until she died at the age of 90 
her work was the admiration of the 
entire world. 

It will be romembered that not un- 
itil the Crimean war in 1854, was a 
women takinz part in the sufferings 
‘ot warfare. It was, during that year 
and while the war was raging, that 
information came from the front, 
that not sufficient hospital accom- 
modation and treatment for the 
wounded was being offered. Florence 
Nightingale, then the daughter of a 
wealthy family, undertook to organ- 
ize a volunteer corps of. nurses to-go 
to the front. Her project was at 
first laughed at by those in charge 
lat the war’ office, and then would 
not listen to such a thing as a wo- 
Iman going near the battle-fields, 

She was able to convince the war 
secretary, however, that wherever’ 
there was sutering, it was not out 
ot place for a woman to be there. 
Soon after getting the consent of 
the British government to take a 
corps of nurses to the front, she 
started for Scutari, where she com-

Ottawa, Nov. 17.—Canada’s parti- 
cipation in the war, not one ccnt ot 
| nearly $12),000,000, “exclusive of the 
cost of equipment, stores, etc. being 
supplied to the overseas forces by 
Great Britain, and charged up to 
the Dominion for: settlement later. 
At the end of the fiscal year the a- 
mount directly paid out by Canada 
Will have totalled at least two hun- 
‘dred million dollars, and for the 
coming year Finance Minister White 
estimates the additional outlay at 
two hundred and fifty millions, ora 
total at the end of the fiscal year of 
four hundred and fifty million  dol- 
lars. The intecest charges on this 
‘amount alone will approximate close 
to twenty millions per year, which 
will resulb in trebling the interest 
charges’ on the’ public debt as. they 
were before the-war. 

Although 120° millions has so far 
been expended upon Cenada’s parti-

! that amount is Canedian money. It 
|has all been borrowed from Great 
Britain, which, according to Prem-

But it is the constant filling 
of ruts and holes and keeping the 
grade well rounded so that the atter 
runs off, that will make a road at 
small cost that will surprise you.

“It makes little difference in the 
rate of growth of a ‘calf whether it 
has pasture or has only fry feed in 
Connection with its milk. But after 
weaning ‘time the calf that has pas- 
ture will make the the cheaper dy 
far and more rapid growth. A fall 
Calf will also be ready for breeding 
so that it will drop its own calf 
at the age of about two years. 

“Futhermore a cow will give best 
returns when freshening in the fall 
That is true tecause it is usmally 
easier to maintain a steady flow of 
milk through the winter and early 
spring than during the summer and 
fall. Also, dairy products demand 
highest prices during the winter,”
